Frank Cooley 8hota-d Inwtantly Rill
ed Near Fairchance, Pa.

Frank Cooley, the lewler of the notorlons
Cooley gang, was shot and killed instantly
Bunday ufternoon nbout 5 o'c'ock nt the
liome of hie father, " Lute’ Cooley, betwean
Fuirchanee and Smithiishd, Pa,

The authorities soiwe time ago declded
that their frequent ruids into the moun.
tainsg would nevercapture the gang, and
they changed their tities, UOeorge Fisher,
a United States secret service detective from
Hagerstown, Md.; Frank Pegg, of Unlon:
town; Poilceman Hartiey, of Fairchance,
and others bave been lying nabout the
neighbortiood for the past three weeks
They observed that the gang eame down
from thelr mountain retreat to old  man
Cooley's every Sunday for three Sundays
aned aposed themselves playing eards aud
drinking.

The Sherilt coneluded that they would do
this again last sunday wnd propared to inaks
nenptore,  Farly o the moiming  Sheriff
MeConmick anda few deputies from herd
slipped out quletly to Falrchance before
nlnyh bt to avoid the spivs of the fnni_ and
julnwd the watcliers fnthe ted, Frank
Cooley andg “Jack” Rimsey, the two most
daring of the gang, came riding down 10
the Cooley house about noon, und in the
pfternoon. wenk back of 1he bouse intoa
tield which hind been intely cleared of tim-
ber and was full of stumps.

When the SheniT's party came down  on
them Ramsey and Coaly were both half-ly-
ing and hall-sitting against stomps, with
thelr Winohesters bes S“harifl Me-
Cormick was in mdvance. and while some
distanes ait Cooley spled them. He and
Iamsey tired five times st the Sherilf with-
out getting up, but all their bullets missed
bim. The Sherifl bad meantime tuken ref-
e belund n tree, and from this place fired
the Lall that plerced I'oulu?!'a heart aa e
lay ngainst the stump, killing him instant
]
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A number of shots were fired at the ont
laws by other members  of the Sherifl’s
piwse. Humsey started off on & run as soon
ne e saw his chilef way Killed, with some of
the Sherift's purty on his heels, racing after
him and firing ae they ran,  but he got
away. Coroner Holbwert, of Fairchance,
was summuoned aud held an Inguest an the
body of the outiow, ant he now lios at the
home of his father.  The greatest exeite
moent prevails in the southern end of the
county, and s teeling of relief is felt over
the death of the outlow lender,

Frauk Cooley Is the seound of the gang to
die o violent death, his brother Juvk belng
shot with a spring ﬁ"" 8 few mouths ago
while trying to robthe spring hoase of o
furmer  named  Colller. John  Ramsey
Is the only member of the original sobbers
now remaining. Brinton Freye
and  the  Montanan have Joined
bhim and Ramsey during the past  vear.
If heeseapes tinally from the offlcers he
will naturally becomie the leader.
